4. IN DISCUSSION FOLLOWING TOROK'S PRESENTATION SYLLA 
SAID HE UNDERSTOOD AND APPRECIATED EFFORTS OF CONTACT 
GROUP WHICH SHOULD BE ENCORAGED. HE WOULD REPORT 
FAVORABLY TO MINISTER. HE HAD NOTED DESIRE FOR SENEGALESE 
SUPPORT AND OAU FAVOR, OR AT LEAST TOLERANCE, OF WESTERN 
GROUP EFFORT. HOWEVER, WESTERN FIVE SHOULD BE AWARE THAT
